The grinding or 
pulverizing

5th. The melting points at which 
the m aterials combine. 
6th. The purity of the bitumen and 
shape of the cilica. 
The amount of bitumen is not es­ 
sential for the amount 
of 
bitumen 
necessary depends upon the voids or 
spaces existing between the grains of 


mineral matter after the grains are 
adjusted to one another. The less 
voids the denser and better the pave­ 
ment and the less bitumen required. 
But the combined qualities and rel 
ative proportions are absolutely es­
